"EFFICIENCY" IS DEFINED 




After consultation with the Presidents nf Student Organizations and College Years it has been 
decided to hold instructional classes and parades for students as follows: 

(1) ONE Evening parade— 7.45 P.M.-10.00 P.M. Friday. 

(2) ONE Afternoon parade, for Science Students, of two hours duration, from 1.15 to fi.lô P.M. 

Tuesday, or 

TWO Noon parades, for Medical Students, of one hour duration each, commencing at 12. lô 
P.M. on Tuesdays and Thursdays (or other convenient days). 

NOTE:— Students of other Faculties may take advantage of these parades, or hold 
similar parades at other hours. Students will lie grouped in Platoons or Sections ac- 
cording to Faculties, and where possible will be under N C.O's, of the same Faculty. 
(") Alternate Saturday afternoons from 2. lô to 5.45 P.M., commencing October 23rd. 

The above w ill lie the maximum time required per week, with the exception of such parades for 
Reviews and Inspection as may bo ordered by the Militia Authorities, over which the C.O.T.C. has 
no control. 

On two occasions throughout the year the student will be required to attend at the miniature 
ranges on Tuesday or Thursday evening, in which event he will be excused from either the next 
preceding or subsequent evening parade. 

The Officers of the Contingent aie also prepared to drill and instruct any group of students 
consisting of not less than sixty, at any hour of the day from G A.M. to 12 Midnight, in substitution 
for the noon and afternoon parades mentioned above except Saturday afternoon. 

Several Faculties have granted concessions to those who become "efficient" members of the 
C.O.TC. During the session of L914-15 similar concessions were granted to students on the basis 
of attendance at drill only. During the session ofl915-16 in order to obtain the Faculty concession 
it is necessary for a student member to satisfy the Commanding Officer of the C.O.T.C. that he 
has exercised his utmost endeavor to become a competent soldier, as evidenced by his close atten- 
tion to his military work and duties, and his regular attendance at not less than 7-V r of the parades.

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"What Are You Goinè To 

Do After You Get Out ? 19 



The above is a question with which college undergraduates 
iare confronted almost ad nauseum but to which except for those 
i provident souls who are prepared with a stock witty answer to 
I fling back, few college men can give a definite response. The sit- 
uation becomes all the more absurd when it ia brought to mind how 
many men regard college as a training place, a species of padded 
icell in which the lunacy of youth may exhaust itself without in- 
juring the place of confinement or the confined, and where the 
victim may be brought to his senses through the combined influ- 
ences of maturity, his companions, his books and the Faculty. 
lAnd yet these same men representing the young blood . of the 
country, the coming leaders of thought and action in Canada, are 
subjected to the process of training without any definite idea of 
•what it is preparing them for. 

In Germany, we are told, the young boy early in his career 
is made the topic of discussion at a special meeting of his parents, 
school teacher, family physician and others, as a result of which 
|the boy is launched upon a well defined course of education lead- 
ling up inevitably to a certain calling, a course which he can alter 
(only under certain circumstances too intricate to be described 
jhere. The German boy. therefore even before he enters the TJni- 
iversity knows exactly how to answer the question printed at the 
!head of the column. 

There is a lesson directly applicable to Canadian University 
[life, to be extracted from all this, and that i& of course, that stu- 
dents, especially upperclassmen should pick their courses with 
•somewhat of an eye to the future. We don't mean that every 
man should necessarily choose his life profession in Sophomore 
year and work toward that goal alone for the remainder of his 
college course. But he should by Sophomore year have become 
well enough acquainted with himself to know what are his tastes 
and his general likings and to educate himself accordingly. At 
JtfcGill the first two years are general enough in their require- 
ments to make the student come at least to some conclusion about 
,his preferences. Most Freshmen, for instance, realize early in 
the year that they have no particular bent for mathematics. And 
by Junior year, when it is time for them to begin to specialize, if 
they have given any thought to the matter, they must know what 
kind of intellectual work they like best. According to this know- 
ledge therefore they should choose their departments, for the man 
who does not get a maximum enjoyment out of his work is making 
his curriculum unnecessarily hard, stupid and unproductive,

More About the C. 0. T. C. 

Oct. 19, 1915. 
To the Editor of the Dally: 

Dear Sir,— Now that the subject of i 
military training and its relation to 
the student body has been broached, 
may 1 add these remarks to what bas 
already been said ? The time is ripe 
for plain questions and plainly-ex- 
pressed opinions. We read in this 
morning's Daily that there has been a 
10 per cent, grant to Science students 
who prove themselves efficient in their 
military drill. What is meant by the 
term "efficient" is a fair question. 
Also, how is this bonus likely to work 
out ? Obviously, unfairly and with j 
detrimental results. Suppose a man 1b I 
physically unfit or belongs to another 
nationality, or has somo other good 
reason. Does he not stand to lose in 
this arrangement and through no fault 
of his own ? Last year it is generally 
admitted that the standard of graduat- 
ing students was lower than usual, ana 
this new regulation means a 40 per 
cent, or less graduation standard, a 
menace to the public and a loss of 
prestige to the university. 

To have been a member of the Bat- 
talion gives one no special advantages 
either as an officer or a private in 
joining an overseas regiment. Several 
weeks or all-the-day-round good train- 
ing in a camp would equal all we 
could do in a winter frittering away 
our time. 

The men coming back this year have 
pretty well made up their minds as to 
what they are going to do In military 
matters. It is either to enlist outright 
or to pursue studies with undivided^ 
attention. 

Suppose, as is quite likely, very easy.' 
hours for drill are granted and every] 
opportunity given to make enlisting ; 
easy, will this improve matters ? Thej 
discrimination in connection with per- 
centage allowance will still . exist. 
Again, will it not now be open to argu- 
ment as to there being any worth- 
while reason for joining at all, since 
there will be less real training than 
before? No good arguments can be 
advanced on the efficiency baBls as to 
home defence, and no argument at all 
for men who were in the Battalion last 
year. It seems to me that the reason 
for this astonishing desire on the part 
of the Battalion to have students en- 
list in home training has a deeper 
root, and there must be a motive which 
has not yet been revealed. Why this 
hue and cjy to get men to enlist at all 
costs and against their wills 1 

The answer - to this question may, 
come to light as time goes on, but cer- P 
tainly now is the time for Hit student > 
to think- this out carefully, and thea 
stick to his guns.

cessity of tho step taken. The needs 
of the aviation service. It was pointed 
out, were continually developlnlg and 
changing. The zeal and devotion of 
the personnel of all ranks had rend- 
ered possible wonderful progress in 
the the aviation service. The neces- 
sities of war were, however, proving 
the advisability of constantly modify- 
ing former programmes and of meet- 
ing new requirements in an appropri- 
ate fashion. Taking all this Into con- 
sideration, the Government thought It 
advisable to adopt for this service a 
form of organization which had al- 
ready proved advantageous. M, Rene 
Besnard, Deputy and war budget re- 
porter, possessed the necessary quali- 
fications for the post. Assisted, as 
were his colleagues, the under secre- 
taries of state for artillery service, 
munitions, commissariat department 
and war administration, by the advice 
of experts and manufacturers, he 
would certainly be in a position to 
render Important services to the mili- 
tary aviation corps.

OXFORD GRADUATE 
WRITES OF FRONT 



College Man is Officer of London 
Scottish Now in The 
Trenches. 



The following is an extract from 
the private journal of an officer of 
the London Scottish Regiment, who 
Is an Oxford graduate who volunteer- 
ed at the beginning of the war. The 
letter was sent to Mr. Justice Clute 
in Toronto: 

"While the men were packing up 
I had a talk with a Canadian officer. 
He had been through the gas fight at 
Ypres and then had been brought 
with his unit down the line to Fest- 
ubert. There they were flung into the 
effort which followed our costly fail- 
ure. He spoke no grumbling word, 
but as he told me the story of how 
his battalion had been reduced from 
over 1,100 strong to 250, when he 
described the battle for breath, the 
struggle for the "heavies" (four guns 
were lost and then recaptured by the 
Canadians), the relief of the Argyle 
and Sutherlands, the final withdrawal 
of the remnant and the journey to 
Festubert, and then to crown all, the 
attack of May 18, I felt that douM- 
ers would have ceased to doubt and 
every man who could possibly come 
would come to join such comrades in 
u war which means immensely more 
in its immediate consequences to us 
«Lan lt does to them. These Canadians 
tr» magnificent; their spirit is fine. 
They are much fiercer than our men. 
rhough not a whit too fierce for their 
job. As regards smartness and disci- 
pline, they cannot be ranked with the 
Guards, but men every one of them 
and foremost in the fight. 

"Reeking nought of hardships, put- 
ting fears behind them, 
Swift the Empire calling, their 
banner was unfurled. " 
Girding up their manhood to tho task 
assigned them, 
They, by their self-sacrifice, have 
glorified the world." 

"I can pay no sufficient tribute to 
these men, all of whom have crossed 
an ocean, many of whom have cross- 
ed a continent as well — Just, as they 
say themselves, "to give the old coun- 
try a bit of help.' And freely have 
they given — their dead are many 
around Ypres. We don't talk much 
out here about the spirit of Empire 
and the love of motherland, but we 
can't help recognizing it when it Is 
present, and in our hearts we respect 
and admire and love these troops 
that wear the maple on their ban- 
ners."
